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Continuation of 11. even though most claims in this application have been declared as being in condition for allowance, applicant's after 
final communication does NOT place the rejected components of the application in condition for allowance because: 

A. per MPEP 706.7(e), 1st paragraph: "Once the final rejection that is not premature has been entered in an application/reexamination 
proceeding, it should not be withdrawn at the applicant's or patent owner's request except on a showing under 37 CFR 1.116(b)". 
Applicant has not submitted new amendments. The key sentence in this MPEP section states: "If new facts or reasons are presented such 
as to convince the examiner that the previously rejected claims are in fact allowable or patentable in the case of reexamination, then the 
final rejection should be withdrawn". Applicant has not submitted arguments or evidence meeting this standard for withdrawal of finality. 
Withdrawal of the fiani rejection is therefore inappropriate. 

B. The final rejection is not premature because Applicant's arguments have been fully considered and responded to. Applicant has 
received sufficient official written rejection rationale.
